Let no Man think to divert us from the Purſuit

We may be confident the King well 
knows, that his Juſtice is the Band of our Allegi-

©'Tis a happy Aſſurance of his Intention of 
Grace to us, that our _— hath at laſt won him 


(all our Preſſures. well weighed this twelve Years 
laſt paſt) it will be found, that the paſſive Loyalty 
of a ſuffering Nation hath out-done the active Loy- 
alty of all Times and Stories. As the Poet hath 
it, :

And, untill this ve done, although we are Chriſti- 
ans, yet are we not a Chriſtian State, There ate 
ſome ſuch Places in England as are not in Chriften- 
dom, the People are fo ignorant; they live ſo with- 
out God in the World; for which Parliaments are 
to anſwer both to God and Man.
